Reads Report on Conditions 

Hton, Mr. Hazen read the report 
of the department in regard to ice 
conditions In Hudson Bay and Strait. 
It stated that conditions vary a great 
deal in diffeernt seasons Ul 1914 the 
strait was ice free for only three 
months 

W. Sharpe, of Lisgar, said the re- 
port Was discouraging, He had read 
reports of Hudson Bay captains who 
declared that the waters of the strait 
were navigable for several months of 
the year, These me. hy 2, Tet 
have been well acquainted with con- 
aitions. 

Mr, Oliver sald that the length of 
the season Was in the hands of pro- 
vidence, The fact remained that the 
trade of large area nad been done 
Via thie route for the past two hin 
dred yenrs. With an bmprovement ot 
facilities it would continue to be done 
in the same way for the next two 
hundred years 


Rose of Stefaunson 

There was a yote of $60,000 for the 
patrol of northern waters and In this 
connection Mr, Oliver asked what the 
governinent was doing in regard to 
the rescue of Mr, Stefannson and his 
missing purty 

The minister replied that he had 
itked the matter over with Captain 
Bartlett and he was ot the 
Opinion that there was a bare possi- 
bility that Stefannson had made his 
way over to Siberia and would be 
found if he were able to Keep alive, 
llowever ,it Was not thought to be a@ 
probability that he was still alive 

Mr. Oliver asked what part this 
sovernment has taken in the rescue 
f iptain Bartlett and his party. 

Mr. Hazen anewered that, on re- 
reliving a message from Captain Barte 
lott, they had got into touch with the 
Russian and United States govern- 
ments and notified all vessels in the 
north as far as possible. The United 
States revenue cutter Bayard had 
beon of great desistance, but the 
American government would not al- 
low the Canadian government to de- 
fray any part of the expense. Tho 
rctual rescue was made by the “King 
and Wing,’ a Norwegian vessel -and 
the government had remunerated

Reflected on Government

vrticle in Harper's magazine which 
reflected on the Canadian govern- 
ment for not taking more active 
ineasure for relief of Stefannson, He 
did not think the facts reflected 
much credit to Canada 

Mr. Ilazen stated that the govern-
